Dr. Mundy and his family were 
on their way to their home in 
Toledo, O., from a vacation on 
Cape Cod, Mass., when the acci- 
dent occurred. New York state 
police said the physician, who 
was 33 years old; his wife, Vir- 
ginia, 27, and the children, Janet, 
5; Nancy, 3, and Nicholas, 1, died 
instantly in the crash. 

Auto Demolished. 

Their automobile, which was 
towing a motorboat on a light 
trailer, was demolished. Police 
said Dr. Mundy attempted to pass 
another automobile on a three- 
lane highway near Irving, N.Y.., 
and crashed into the truck, which 
also was in the center lane trying 
to pass a machine. The truck 
driver and a passenger in the 
truck escaped serious injury. 

Dr. Mundy, a specialist in in- 
ternal medicine, had been in 
practice with his father, Dr. Carll 
S. Mundy, in Toledo since leaving 
St. Louis five years ago. He was 
a fellow in the metabolism di- 
vision of the: department of in- 
ternal medicine from Oct. 1, 1944, 
until the end of 1945, working in 
the clinic and conducting re- 
search, particularly in _ insulin 
modification.

NEW YORK, June 30—Three 
distinct selling waves battered 
the stock market down $1 to $5 
a share yesterday, and in one in- 
stance, that of blue-chipped Al- 
lied Chemical & Dye Corp., the 
loss was $10.50 a share. The 
majority of losses were around $3 
a share. Trading expanded to 
3,040,000 shares and twice during 
the day the high-speed ticker fell 
four minutes behind in its effort 
to keep pace with transactions. 

The stock market held its 
ground today in the face of a 
burst of selling touched off by 
President Truman’s order to use 
United States ground troops in 
Korea. 

Prices wavered slightly for a 
few minutes under a flood of of- 
ferings that hit the exchange so 
fast that the ticker tape dropped 
behind in reporting transactions 
from the floor of the exchange.

“*As is known, the Soviet 
Government withdrew its troops 
from Korea earlier than did 
the U.S. Government and 
thereby confirmed its tradi- 
tional principle of non-inter- 
ference in the internal affairs 
of other states.

Taft Rebuked.

WASHINGTON, June 30—“We 
are not at war.” 

This was President Truman’s 
quick and emphatic answer at his 
Press conference late yesterday 
when asked whether we were or 
were not at war as a result of his 
order to send American sea and 
air forces to South Korea to drive 
out the North Korean Commu- 
nists. 

The President said that he had 
no doubt that the American pro- 
Sram will maintain the independ- | 
ence of the republic of Korea. 

The North Koreans, he said, are | 
a “bunch of bandits” and the 
United States is simply support- 
ing the United Nations in what 
he agreed is a “police action.” 

To emphasize his words, he per- 
mitted direct quotations of the. 
pertipent phrases of his remarks. 

No Comment on Army Role. 

He declined to answer ques- 
tions whether American ground 
forces might be used to help the 
Korean republic, whether the 
atomic bomb might be used in its 
defense, whether a shipment of 
heavy artillery and anti-tank 
weapons were on the high seas 
at the time of the North Korean 
attack, or whether it would be 
necessary to speed up the ship- 
ment of aircraft and ammunition 
to Korea. 

He notified reporters that he 
would not answer any questions 
about strategy. 

In reply to a request “te set 
the record straight,” Truman 
asserted there is not and never 
Was any difference of opinion 
whatsoever within his Cabinet 
over the new statement of policy 
regarding Communist aggression 
in the Far East. He repeated 
that his statement was intended 
as a move in favor of peace. Had 
he not thought so, he added, he 
would have taken other steps. 
The Cabinet and the entire Gov- 
ernment, he said, are in full 
accord with what was being done. 

Asked for an elaboration of his 
statement, the President said that 
the republic of Korea was set up 
with the help of the United Na- 
tions and had a government rec- 
ognized generally by the United 
Nations members; it was then un- 
lawfully attacked by a “bunch of 
bandits” who are neighbors of 
South Korea. 

The United Nations Security 
Council, he continued, had called 
on the United Nations members 
to give every assistance to South 
Korea and the United States had 
heeded this call. 

On Security Steps. 

As if to minimize the warlike 
atmosphere, he said, in response 
to a question, that his conference 
this week with W. Stuart Syming- 
ton, chairman of the National Se- 
curity Resources Board, had no 
connection with the Korean situ- 
ation. He said that he regularly 
saw Symington twice a week as 
he had seen John Steelman, when 
‘he was acting chairman of the 
NSRB. 

Asked if the NSRB work would 
be speeded up because of the Ko- 
rean situation, he replied that it 
would not — that considerable 
speeding up had already been 
‘done by Symington.

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Some Explanation Needed. 
NEW YORK, June 30. 
HERE’S all this yak yakking 
T about the lively ball, and 
certainly there have been 
things happening in baseball 
lately that seem to demand ex- 
planation. Like that three-game 
series between the Dodgers and 
Pirates where 27 pitchers were 
slugged for 91 hits, including 
Lori knows how many home 
ruris, and still didn’t manage to 
get everybody out but had to 
leave one game to be finished 
next August. 

As a guy gets older, though, 
he becomes reluctant about 
jumping to conclusions unless 
they are very small, meek con- 
clusions which won't jump back. 
This guy, for instance, is old 
enough to remember that the 
lively ball was an issue of lively 
controversy as far back as the 
early 1920s, when Babe Ruth 
was still perfecting the art of 
flogging tannic acid out of 
leather. 

John Lardner remarked the 
other day that they were talk- 
ing about the lively ball even 
earlier than that, as early as 


1907 or ’08. And that’s true, 


come to think of it. A few years 
ago a brief correspondence got 
started somehow with Elmer 
Flick, who won an American 
League batting championship 
in 1905 with an average of .306, 
the lowest mark that ever took 
the title. 


Those Freak Deliveries. 

N a letter, Flick mentioned 
J some of the great pitchers 

who were around in 1905 and 
told about the stuff they used— 
the spitter and the shine ball 
and the ball whose seams were 
packed with mud, and the 
scarred and discolored balls 
that were kept in play until 
they'd been swatted egg-shaped. 

He was, Mr. Frick wrote, far 
prouder of the 1905 mark es- 
tablished under those condi- 
tions than of a much higher 
average—the exact figure 
eludes memory — which he 
made several years later when, 
he said, the manufacturers had 
substituted a torpedo for the 
baseball. 

All through the 1920s and 
1930s the same old arguments 
went on. For years, it was an 
article of faith in the game 
that the American League ball 
was livelier than that used in 
the National. The fact was that 
the balls were identical, turned 
out on the same machines in 
the same factory and ‘alike ex- 
cept for the stamp slapped on 
when they were finished. 

The manufacturers kept say- 
ing so—just as they're now 
saying that the ball hasn’t been 
hopped up this year—but no- 
body believed ‘em any more 
than anyone believes ‘em today. 
A reporter even sneaked into 
the factory to try to expose the 
manufacturer’s deception. It 
was a good try but not alto- 
gether successful, because there 
wasn’t any deception. 

In those circumstances, it 
was necessary to conclude that 
the big differences between the 
leagues lay in the players them- 
selves and in the styles of play. 
American League scouts con- 
centrated their search on big 
fellows who could hit for dis- 
tance: National Leaguers went 
for pitchers. The American was 
a fast ball league; in the Na- 
tional, the; curve was the thing. 

So it seemed in those- days, 
anyhow. | 


First Hand Evidence. 

n the current argument, one 

might summon some of these

If the United States beats Chile 
on Sunday and England rebounds 
to beat Spain, the group will end 
in a three way tie and a new 
playoff will be ordered. Winner 
of the division will qualify for 
the final round-robin against the 
survivors of the three other divi- 
sions in the 13-team tournament. 
Yesterday’s surprise was even 
bigger than last Sunday’s Swedish 
triumph over Italy, 3-2, or Swit- 
zerland’s holding Brazil to a 2-2 
tie. 

Brazilian fans swarmed onto 
the field after the United States 
victory and took the Americans 
on their shoulders while the vic- 
tors were given an ovation. 

The British forwards were un- 
certain in aiming for goals but 
their general play appeared su- 
perior to that ofthe winners ex- 
cept on the scoreboard. The 
Americans made many long 
range passes and showed improve- 
ment in their game. 

During the second period, Eng- 
land attacked 15 times to the 
Americans’ 10. The United States, 
under pressure, gave up six cor- 
ners to England’s two. 

Sweden tied Paraguay, 2-2, at 
Curitiba, practically assuring 
itself of victory in its bracket.

Break in Stocks 


on War News 


Laid to Jittery Small Dealers 


Trust Funds, Insurance Companies, Banks 
Did Not Unload Monday — Little 
Distress Selling Manifest. 


BY SAM DAWSON. 

NEW YORK, June 30 (AP)— 
The way of the public with the 
stock market is always fascinat- 
ing, often unexplainable. What 
makes a host of small dabblers in 
stock rush to brokers in all parts 
of the country to sell their hold- 
ings one hour, and rush back an 


times baffling. 

Brokers say that this time most 
of the selling was by the public, 
that the institutional investors 
were scarcely in the market at 
all, save perhaps to pick up some 
bargains. That is, the big trust 
funds, the insurance companies, 
the banks, were not unloading 
stocks Monday when the public—

—got the shakes because of the 
gn in Korea.

The mar- 
ket had risen far enough and fast 
enough to be a little off balance. 
Some soldiers from north Korea 
tipped it over, for a time. 


Stock Dabblers Jittery. 


Brokers reason that thousands 
of little dabblers in the market all 
around the country got jittery. 
They: saw the paper profits that 
had been piling up in recent 
weeks and months turn into 
smoke and they rushed to unload 
in order to save whatever they 
could of the money they thought 
they had been making. Profit- 
taking sales were not limited to 
the small investor by any means. 
The professional trader—the man 
who makes his living buying and 
selling stocks—also had a hand 
in the liquidation. 

Apparently, however, there was 
little of real distress selling. 
Traders didn’t get “‘wiped out,” as 
in past sharp breaks in stock 
prices. This was due, in part, to 
the change in margin require- 
ments. : 

In the days when traders on 
the exchange could put up only 
10 per cent in cash and have the 
broker carry the rest for them, 
a sharp drop like that of Monday 
woud have wiped out margin ac- 
counts. Today the margin require- 
ment is 50 per cent. Brokers say 
only a handful of traders on mar- 
gin got into trouble this time. 


Buying Based on Yields. 


In fact, buying on margin has 
not been a characteristic of this 
bull market. Most of the buying 
has been for investment and for 
the full amount. Most stock pur- 
chases have been based not only 
on the belief their prices would 
rise, but also on faith in con- 
tinued business prosperity and on 
good yields from common stocks. 

It was tough enough, however, 
for the man with a few shares 
of this and that to see the prices 
of his stocks lose all the ground 
they had made in the last four 
months. But brisk as the trading 
pace was Monday and Tuesday, 
nothing occurred to deserve the 
use of the word “panic.” 


The rally on Wednesday, brok- 
ers say, illustrated a double shift 
in public psychology toward the 
stock market. First, many persons 
felt that the sharp break in prices 
Monday and Tuesday had carried 
the correction further than the 
war news justified. Second, many 
felt that come war or come more 
spending for defense, certain 
stocks would be good buys. 


Rallies in Some Stocks. 


And the rally concentrated on 
the securities of companies the 
public feels will benefit because 
of the rising temperature of the 
no longer cold war. Aircraft 
stocks went up. So did steels, 
motors, railroads. These indus- 
tries would be at capacity opera- 
tion in wartime. Apparently, 
traders who had sold stocks in 
strictly civilian consumer indus- 
tries that might be curtailed in 
an emergency put their cash into 
stocks of companies that would 
be more active than ever. 

But brokers admit that most of 
this attempt to rationalize the 
public’s reagtion to the Korean 
war news is just guessing. One 
thing the brokers are surer of: 
Their commissions on Monday and 
Tuesday were in fat volume. 

The brokers are proud of the 
fact that the Stock Exchange, 
without interference from Wash- 
ington, took this week’s ups and 
downs, frenzy and uncertainty, in 
stride. 

The public changed its mind

but the exchange accommodated 
its decisions, gave it the machin- 
ery to satisfy its desires. 

And should the public go on 
changing its mind—there wouldn't 
be such a thing as stock trading 
if it didn’t—the exchange feels it 
acts in the public interest when 
it offers the facilities for buying 
or selling.

India’s Great Support 


A vote of confidence in America’s policy in 
the Korean war has come from India. Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru’s cabinet has an- 
nounced acceptance of the United Nations Se- 
curity Council’s resolution supporting the use 
of armed force to drive back the North Korean 
Communist invaders. 

From no other source could such approval be 
more welcome—or more necessary. For since 
India, with Egypt, ducked the question when 
the resolution was presented to the Security 
Council last Tuesday, the attitude of the peoples 
of Asia toward America’s decisive and deter- 
mined action had been in doubt. 

There was a strong possibility that most 
Asians might view our military intervention in 
the same light as the Chinese Communists, as 
If so, the United 
States and the cause of democracy might have 
lost at least as much as was gained morally by 
our armed intervention. 

Furthermore, India, like Pakistan and Indo- 
nesia, had been carefully following a neutral 
line in the cold war. The still new and still 
weak great nations of Asia, whom we must win 
to our cause if we are to win the struggle, had 
neither the power nor the desire to take sides 
against the Communist menace. 

But now the doubts are resolved. India is 
off the fence and'on the side of the West. 
Presumably, the peoples of Pakistan, Indonesia 
and the Philippines agree. 

This is a moral victory which should not be 
underrated. A major factor in its achievement 
was America’s scrupulous attention to two mat- 
ters which may seem details at the moment, but 
in time may become at least as important as the 
basic decision to intervene. 

One was the decision quarantining Formosa. 
By “requesting” the Chinese nationalists to sus- 
pend their harrying of the mainland while w> 
defend the island, we made it clear that our 
basic purpose was to localize the conflict and 
prevent it from spreading through new Commu- 
nist aggression. We made it clear that the 
Seventh Fleet is not patrolling the Taiwan strait 
to assist the discredited government of Chiang 
Kai-shek, which has been repudiated by the 
other peoples of Asia. 

Second, we have left no doubt that we are 
acting in the capacity of a police force for the 
United Nations. It is true that our interest in 
defeating Communism coincides with the United 
Nations’ interest in preventing war and aggres- 
sion. But this fact should make us all the more 
careful to defend the interests of the world, as 
well as our own. 

Events thus far, particularly this Indian de- 
cision, give good reason to believe that the Com- 
munists handed us a brilliant opportunity to re- 
deem a bad record in Asia when they invaded 
South Korea. We had allowed ourselves to be 
forced into the position of defending a parade 
of unsavory and unwanted Asian leaders, includ- 
ing. Chiang, Bao Dai in Indochina, and even 
Syngman Rhee in Korea. 

Now we-can show the peoples of Asia that 
those men were creatures of temporary neces- 
sity, that we will fight to support Asians’ true 
interests—peace, freedom, prosperity and na- 
tional self-determination. But we can do it only 
if we continue to watch the “details,” and fight 
for them in fact as well as in name. 
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Smells Like Politics 


A strong political smell rises from the 5-to-4 
vote of the Senate members of the Joint Atomic 
Energy Committee to reject the reappointment 
of Sumner T. Pike as a member of the AEC, 
The four Republicans voted against Mr. Pike, 
who is the only one of the criginal five members 
still serving on the commission. Tipping the 
scales was Democrat Edwin O. Johnson of Colo- 
rado. 

This vote followed closely on testimony in 
Congress by Henry D. Smyth, fellow commis- 
sioner, that under Mr. Pike’s acting chairman- 
ship “great steps” have been taken in atomic 
development. Yet none of the five Senators who 
voted against him gave any explanation for his 
vote. 

Since the one adverse Democratic vote made 
the difference, it is a special obligation on 
Senator Johnson to say why he voted No. Could 
it be because he wants more federal money for 
uranium development in Colorado on a pork 
barrel basis?

Wonderful Idea 


Senator McCarthy's 

Senator McCarthy has come up with an idea 
which is nothing less than super-sensational. It 
promises to solve all the difficulties of detecting 
subversives with the efficiency of Alexander the 
Great's well-known knot-slashing act. 

The Wisconsin Senator is going to issue cards 
certifying that the bearer is an approved anti- 
Communist. With this plan in effect, the FBI 
will be spared an’ immense amount of work. 
When asked to check up on an individual, the 
G-man will just drop in on the man. Then 
the check-upee will flash his card, and, presto, 
there will be the proof that he is a card-carry- 
ing anti-Communist. 

The idea is too good to be held to such 
limited use.’ Why not have everybody carry 
a card for every organization and category to 
which he does not belong? Why not anti-Repub- 
lican cards for Democrats? Anti-Kiwanis cards 
for Rotarians? Anti-sculptors cards for paint- 
ers? Anti-cchurch cards for freethinkers? Anti- 
bibblers cards for all teetotalers?

Taft Lowers Himself 


Robert A. Taft wants desperately to be re- 
turned to the Senate from Ohio this fall. In 
all probability, he wants re-election more than 
he personally wants anything else in the year 
1950. This is the most generous way to account 
for the Republican Ieader’s bitter demand that 
Secretary of State Acheson resign from the 
Cabinet. 

The gulf is vast between the statements of 
former President Hoover and Gov. Dewey on 
the one hand and Senator Taft on the other 
with respect to Korea. All three said that Presi- 
dent Truman was justified in using armed force, 
but there similarity ended. Messrs. Hoover and 
Dewey passed over differences and called for 
unified support of the President in the crisis. 
Senator Taft denounced the Acheson policy in 
Asia, which he said President Truman has now 
reversed. 

We credit Senator Taft with knowing what is 
wrong with his own statement. First, Dean Ache- 
son did not make our policy in Asia. Mr. 
Acheson has been Secretary of State only since 
the resignation of George Marshall.18 months 
ago. Our China policy has been in process for 
years. Long before Dean Acheson assumed the 
secretaryship, many Americans had come to the 
conclusion that Chiang Kai-shek’s corrupt and 
discredited regime could not be longer sup- 
ported. 

This appraisal of Chiang still stands, Sena- 
tors Taft and Knowland to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Any defense Chiang gets on the 
island of Formosa is only incidental to the pro- 
tection of the South Korean Republic. 

‘Grant, but only for the purpose of answer- 
ing Senator Taft, that our Chinese policv has 
been changed. Then it is changed not by Wash- 
ington, but by the military aggression of the 
Korean Communists. Surely it is no discredit 
to the State Department that prior to the inva- 
sion the American people had decided against 
pouring more money down Chiang’s rathole. 
Surely there can be no serious criticism of the 
Administration for centering on the Marshall 
plan’s rehabilitation of Europe. 

Many of Senator Taft’s own G.O.P. colleagues 
warned against spreading American resources 
too thinly over the world. And Mr. Taft himself 
voted against the foreign arms aid bill, with 
$27,000,000 for Korea, the Philippines and Iran, 
in September 1949. He also voted against the 
foreign aid authorization bill last May. 

The excited Taft attack on Dean Acheson con- 
trasts with the Secretary’s own calm, cool, effec- 
tive review of the Korean situation before the 
American Newspaper Guild.

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The Wrong Date 

The Aldermanic Ways and Means Committee 
has voted for Aug. 1, primary day, as the date 
for the referendum on the proposed city charter. 
If the Board of Aldermen really wants to pro- 
vide a fair chance for the adoption of this re- 
form in city government, it will reject the 
action . its committee. 

Aug. 1, coming at the height of the vacation 
season when interest in matters political is at 
its lowest ebb, is no time for making important 
decisions. The politicians have long resisted a 
change in the primary date because the present 
arrangement makes it just about as easy as pos- 
sible for the organization “regulars” of both 
parties to have things their way. And the fate 
of the new charter certainly should not be left 
to politicians who already have shown indiffer- 
ence, and even outright opposition to it. 


The Freeholders—who spent a year of hard 
work in drawing up this charter—are opposed 
to the Aug. 1 test. So are other civic groups. 
We ourselves have said that it is the worst pos- 
sible date for the test. 


Quite aside from these arguments is the fact 
that the selection of this date at this time would 
not permit the organization of an effective edu- 
cational campaign on behalf of the charter. And 
it is tremendously important that the people 
know on what they are being asked to vote. 


Only opponents of the charter could be very 
happy about an Aug. 1 referendum. We trust 
that the Aldermen will not run up the colors 
of opposition.

An Injustice Wiped Out 
The Idaho Supreme Court has made amends 
for a scandalous miscarriage of justice. It has 


reversed a lower court verdict under which four . 


young Indians were given 14-year penitentiary 
terms for the theft of one sheep worth about 
$12. Although returned to the district court, 
the case now probably will be dropped. 


The reversal was based on the contention 
that the four Coeur D’Alenes were denied their 
right to counsel in the lower court. They were 
told that they were being arraigned before a 
lenient judge, and so were persuaded to plead 
guilty to grand larceny. Then came the 14-year 
sentences. 


The state Supreme Court held that such a 
term was not excessive punishment for grand 
larceny, but it did find reversible error in 
the failure to provide the Indians with the ad- 
vice and help of a lawyer This, of course, is 
the heart of the matter. Prisoners with sound 
legal advice are not likely to make blind pleas 
which technically expose them to punishment 
out of all proportion to their offense. This is 
one reason why the right to counsel is con- 
stitutionilly guaranteed. 


But it does seem that the court might have 
denounced the excessive sentences even if they 
were technically warranted. Reasonable people 
do not regard a $12 theft—which in this case 
actually was somewhat in the nature of a lark 
—as grand larceny. A statute which makes it 
such ought to be corrected. And the conduct 
of a prosecutor and a judge who seek to en- 
force such a statute rigorously, especially 
against members of a racial minority, hardly 
measures up to the highest standards of justice. 


It is heartening that enough persons, sharing 
these sentiments, rallied to the help of the four 
Indians, thus bringing about the Idaho Supreme 
Court’s order of reversal. 
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It must have been nice in the good old days, 
when all local sports enthusiasts had to argue 
about was whether pitchers could hit.

Commencement speaker criticizes Mundt-Nixon bill and other 
efforts to “control” free speech; says Supreme Court must act as 
balance to legislative authority; responsibility of court is to assure 
the people that elected representatives do not destroy freedoms. 


Burton C. Bernard, Harvard Law School Commencement Speaker 


Mr. Bernard is.a graduate of Granite 
City Community High School and Wash- 
ington University. He was chosen to rep- 
resent the graduating class of the Law 
School at Harvard University’s commence- 
ment exercises last weck. 


Those Americans who wrote and adopt- 
ed our Constitution provided that the in- 
dividual should be free to speak his mind. 
They demonstrated a belief that political 
truth is best discovered by free inquiry 
and debate. Yet, several state Jegislatures 
have recently passed laws which strike at 
free speech. And, today, before the Con- 
gress is the Mundt-Nixon bill. 


This bill, if enacted into law, would set 
up a politically appointed Subversive Ac- 
tivities Control Board, would require the 
registration of all organizations vaguely 
characterized as “Communist-front,” and 
would impose criminal penalties for viola- 
tions of the various provisions. 


Taken together, all these provisions may 
well lead to the suppression of minority 
views which look to reform rather than 
revolution. For the bill sets forth no 
standards by which the prosecuting offi- 
cials and the courts could fairly determine 
who among our people are guilty of crim- 
inal violations. 


We may wonder whether the standards 
of disloyalty in 1960 would differ substan- 
tially from those in 1950. We should ask 
whether individuals who hold minority 
views will speak out if they must risk be- 
ing brahded as subversives and being 
prosecuted as criminals. 


A More Demanding Test 


Despite its vagueness, the Mundt bill 
may become law. In several states, equal- 
ly vague statutes are already on the books. 
Still, the Supreme Court of the United 
States has the power to condemn these 
laws as unconstitutional. The purpose of 
this address is to emphasize the appropri- 
ate responsibility of the Supreme Court in 
passing on this legislation which threatens 
the basic liberty of free speech. 


When confronted with economic legisla- 
tion, the court has wisely been reluctant 
to find fault if the legislators have acted 
reasonably. But within the past decade 
the Justices have indicated that they will 
employ a more demanding test of constitu- 
tionality when considering laws which cur- 
tail freedom of expression. Thus, the Judi- 


ciary must make an independent judgment 
whether the curtailment is needed to avert 
a significant danger to security. 

Some object to this more exacting stand- 
ard of judicial examination, asserting that 
if the court does not leave the limitation 
of free speech t® the legislatures, it will 
betray a lack of faith in the democratic 
process. Others fear that too much free- 
dom will undermine the prestige and ef- 
ficiency of democracy and thereby endan- 
ger that very liberty which we seek to 
protect. 

Accordingly, the court should not im- 
pede the legislatures in their efforts to 
reconcile liberty with authority. Policy 
should be made not by the judges but by 
the elected representatives. 


Check on Arbitrary Acts 


Plausible as this criticism may be, it is 
not persuasive. Our tradition includes oth- 
er concepts than that the democratic proc- 
ess will be effective only if it operates in 
a free society. For representative govern- 
ment is rooted in the free interplay of opin- 
ion. Indeed, if the sentiment of the com- 
munity is to be accurately reflected, it is 
indispensable that the individual be free 
to express hig convictions. 

This freedom assumes increasing impor- 
tance in view of the increasing interven- 
tion of government in the affairs of daily 
life. Freedom to criitcize will sérve as a 
check on arbitrary governmental action. 
The first responsibility of the Supreme 
Court is to assure the American people 
that their representatives do not destroy 
the conditions vital to a free society. 

Recent legislation, such as the Mundt 
bill, derives from an exaggerated appre- 
hension of the influence of the Communist 
elements in this country. Without strict 
judicial scrutiny, we may expect needless 
curtailment of liberty. 

The Supreme Court, insulated as it is 
from political pressures is well suited to 
exercise an independent judgment on the 
merits of legislation which restricts free 
speech. We should look to the court for 
a substantial restraint on legislative action 
which impairs the right of Americans to 
speak without fear. 

At the same time, let us not forget that 
the preservation of our liberty depends 
ultimately on the American people, for 
without a people who are so alert and 
sensitive to its value no nation can long 
enjoy liberty. 


Missouri's Growing Road Crisis

At the end of this month the Missouri 
Highway Department will use the last of 
its wartime reserves. Then the state will 
be down to the small part of the 2-<ent 
gasoline tax that can be used for new 
building. Even with the surplus Missouri 
had fallen to one of the least progressive 
states on roads. Now Missouri’s record 
will be pitiful. 

When the need is so profoundly real! the 
road supporters will have to go ahead 
striving for a program than can win with 
the voters. The lopsided defeat of the 
last gasoline tax proposal doesn’t mean 
that the people of Missouri are definitely 
set against the cost of an active road 
building program 

After the defeat it is doubtful that any 
action could be expected from the next 


Legislature. If it required another refer- 
endum we don’t know that a legislative 
bill is the best means. It might be better 
for the road supporters to take their time 
and devise the best possible pian. Then 
submit it to the voters directly. 


Obviously the plan will have to be one 
to win enthusiastic support from all major 
groups now interested in highway build- 
ing. From the start it will have to appeal 
to men who have fought for the main 
highway system, to farm leaders and the 
spokesmen for cities. 


Planning and organizing on a scale that 
can win will take time. The issue might 
not come to a head before the 1952 eler- 
tion. Whatever the time required, it will 
have to be given.

The Bizarre Randolphs 


THE BIZARRE SISTERS, by Jay and Audrey Walt. 
(Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New York, 37! pgs,, $3.50.) 
Some of the Randolphs of Virginia, as” 

they have been brought back by Jay 

and Audrey Walz, were nothing to brag 
about. Especially the Bizarre Sisters, 

Judith and Nancy, who might better have 

been called the Sisters of Bizarre, for 

they belonged to the branch of Randolphs 
whose habitat was the plantation named 

Bizarre. Characterization of them as 

bizarre, however, is not too inept in view 

of the way they dishonored the Randolph 
blood, “the best in Virginia.” 

Bizarre was the home of Richard Ran- 
dolph, husband of Judith and later on 
lover of her sister Nancy. Out of the latter 
relationship grew the charge of infanticide 
which was leveled at the two in the famous 
trial in which John Marshall and Patrick 
Henry procured the acquittal of the de- 
fendants with the help of Judith’s per- 
jured testimony. 

It was not because of faith in her hus- 
band’s innocence that Judith swore to a 
pack of lies. It was rather that she wanted 
to save the Randolph “name,” which was

It could all be accounted for by the 
fact that the Randolphs, too proud to 
marry lesser Virginians, were disastrously 
inbred, with insanity and impotence as by- 
products, notably the latter condition in 
the case of John Randolph of Roanoke, 
brilliant in spite oi his effeminacy. 


Afflictions of the children of Richard 
and Judith may be thus accounted for be- 
cause the parents were blood cousins, a 
not unusual degree of consanguinity in the 
marriages of the Randolphs. 


The book differs from most historical 
novels in that it is more historical than 
fictional. In place of the usual flyleaf 
caution that the characters are fictitious 
and that any resemblance to persons living 
or dead is purely coincidental, there is a 
claim that except for one supernumerary 
“no character in this book is imaginary.” 
Even the dogs and horses named in the 
narrative, we are assured, once lived. Com- 
fort may, however, be taken from the 
statement that no present Randolph is 
descended from the Bizarre branch. 


The historical material was obtained by 
the authors from books, records of the 
period (1792 to 1815), diaries and unpub- 
lished memoirs. Imagination and drama- 
tization are employed only to a permissible 
extent, but the result might have been 
more important if the authors had held 
themselves to straight history. The col- 
laboration of the Walzes, man and wife, 
leads to unevenness which is to be ex- 
pected when writers alternate. Perhaps 
for the same reason the historical charac- 
ters fail to come alive as they might have 
done if the work had been done by a 
single author deeply immersed in his 
material.

The Senate approved the meas- 
ure yesterday. A compromise 
between differing bills passed 
earlier by each chamber, the 
legislation sets top limits for man- 
power and aircraft in the Army 
and Air Force and their reserves. | 

The bill represents the latest | 
congressional effort to increase 
the Air Force over its present 48- 
group size. While the actual 
group limit will be fixed by a, 
later bill providing funds, even | 
that will not guarantee 70 groups. 
President Truman resisted came | 
a previous congressional effort by 
refusing to spend all the money 
appropriated, on the ground the 
Government couldn’t afford it. 

Groups vary in size from about 
30 pg in a bomber group to 
75 in a fighter outfit. 

“Basis for Planning.’ 

Senator Chapman (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, floor manager for the bill, 
made it clear that it establishes 
“merely a basis for planning.” 

“We are not expecting an im- 
mediate appropriation,” he told 
the Senate. 

Up to yesterday, the Senate 
position had been that there 
should be no fixed number of 
groups, but a limit of 24,000 first- 
line aircraft or its equivalent in 
225,000 airframe tons (plane 
weight minus armament and 
other accessories). 

The compromise bill would 
give the Army, Air Force, Navy 
and Marines authority to develop 
and operate guided missiles. 
These are the pilotless aircraft, 
controlled weapons and _ buzz 
bombs expected to play a major 
part in future warfare. 

Military Personnel. 

The bill also fixes these limits 
on personnel: 

Air Force—502,000 men and 
officers in the regular force in- 
cluding 27,500 officers and 4800 
warrant officers: 150,000 men 
and officers in the Air National 
rant officers; 600,000 men and 
ficers in the Air Force Reserve. 

Army—837,000 men and offi- 
cers in the regular army, includ- 
ing 36,600 officers and 9000 war- 
rant officers; 600,0000 men and 
officers in the National Guard: 
and 980,000 men and officers in 
the Organized Reserve Corps. 

The House passed a compro- 
mise bill yesterday to deny the 
use of federal funds for educa- 
tion of veterans in so-called fly- 
by-night schools, The bill goes 
to the Senate.

eee Against ‘Iron Curtain’ Countries 


ee Applies to Those Undermining Legitimate 
* | Catholic Authorities and Assuming Church 
Office Without Vatican Approval. 


VATICAN CITY, June 30 (UP) 


the Catholic 
Church behind the Iron Curtain, 


today decreed excommunication 
of persons who undermine legiti- 
mate Catholic authorities and as- 
sume church office without Vati- 
can approval. 

It was one of the Vatican’s 
strongest blows against Commu- 
nist attempts to set up schismatic 
Roman Catholic “national” 
churches in the satellite coun- 
tries. 

The decree of “major excom- 
munication” was issued through 
‘the Sacred Congregation of the 
Council. Apostolate priests and 
bishops and: Communists hit by 
the decree niust apply to the Vat- 
ican for removel of the excommu- 
nication. It cannot be lifted by 
local bishops. 


Those affected by major ex- 
communication are deprived of the 


seven sacraments of the church 
and cannot receive the last rites 
or be buried in consecrated 
ground. ' 

The decree was a clear reply 
to increased persecution of Ro- 
man Catholic priests in Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary and Romania. 

The excommunication decree 
specified the following cases in 
which persons would be directly 
affected: : 

“1. Those’ who plot against the 
legitimate ecclesiastics or in any 
way attempt to subvert their 
power. 

“2. He who, without canon in- 
stitution or provision executed 
according to the sacred canon law, 
occupies an ecclesiastical office or 
benefice or permits himself to be 
installed in or to hold them. 

“3. Those who participate di- 
rectly or indirectly in the crimes 
of which mention is made in Nos. 
1 and 2, all depositions to the con- 
trary ‘notwithstanding.”

Glennon A. Feldt, of 4662 
Dahlia avenue, driver of the ma- 
chine, told police he was driving 
at about 25 miles an hour on 
Gravois when the accident oc- 
curred. 


He said he was blinded by the 
lights of automobiles approach- 
ing from the opposite direction 
and did not see Vordtriede. He 
stopped immediately when he felt 
a “thud,” he said, and found 
Vordtriede lying in the street. 
Vordtriede was dead when taken 
to City Hospital in an amibulance. 

Feldt, 17 years old and a stu- 
dent at Hadley Technical High 
School, was booked suspected of 
manslaughter. 


BOOKIE ‘HALF AS BIG

Kelley, described as “one-half as 
big an operator” as Frank Erick- 
son, was named yesterday in a 
30-count criminal information 
charging bookmaking and con- 
spiracy. 

Kelley, 43 years old, surren- 
dered three days, after Erickson 
was sent to jail for two years 
and fined $30,000 on his guilty 
plea to 60 counts of a similar 
grand jury information. 

Erickson’s yearly gross and net 
incomes were put at $12,500,000 
and $100,000 respectively.

Trial for Kelley, who faces | 
a maximum sentence of one year 
in jail and a $500 fine on each 
count if convicted, was set for 
July 17. 


LESS TONNAGE BUT LONGER 
UPPER-RIVER HAULS IN 1949 


Upper Mississippi river traffic 
tonnage declined slightly in 1949, 
but the decrease from the 1948 
figure was more than offset in 
terms of ton-miles because of 
shipments over long hauls, Col. 
B. C. Snow, acting division engi- 
neer of the Upper Mississippi 
Valley Division of the Army 
Corps of Engineers, announced 
yesterday. 

Cargoes carried on the Missis- 
sippi between Minneapolis and 
the mouth of the Missouri last 
year totaled 8,393,089 tons, pre- 
liminary figures showed. This 
was described as “a slight de- 
cline” and was attributed to a 
reduction in the volume of crude 
oil traffic. Increases were noted 
in traffic in grain, sugar, paper, 
coal, iron and steel, chemicals, 
fertilizers, gasoline and other 
petroleum products. 

A total of 9,421,890 tons was 
carried en the river between the 
mouth of the Missouri and the 
mouth of the Ohio river, a drop 
of 4 of 1 per cent. Because of 
increase in length of average 
haul, however,  ton-mileage 
showed a 7 per cent increase over

BOYS’ SCHOOL THAT 
TAUGHT BABE RUTH, 
AL JOLSON CLOSES 


BALTIMORE, June 30 (AP)— 
The house that built Babe Ruth 


and turned many an orphan and 
toughie into a good, solid Amer- 
ican passes out of existence to- 
day. St. Mary’s Industrial School 
is closing its doors. 

For 84 years—since 1866—the 
Catholic-sponsored school has 
cared for boys who were home- 
less or regarded as potential law- 
breakers. Because Maryland has 
made other arrangements for its 
juvenile problems, financial aid 
has been withdrawn. 

George Herman (Babe) Ruth 
entered the schoo! when he was 7 
because his father, a saloonkeep- 
er, thought the environment 
around his place wasn’t too good. 
Young Ruth was listed as an in- 
corrigible, but in later years you 
never could get the fathers at the 
school to agree that he was. He 
stayed there until he was 18 and 
his baseball career was in full 
blossom, 

In the Babe’s will was a stipu- 
lation giving 10 per cent of his 
estate to a foundation for the 
“kids of America.” 

Al Jolson visited the school last 
September for first time in about 
50 years. 

“That's the yard where I used 
to play,” Jolson told his wife 
then. “‘When was that? About 
the time of the Spanish-American 
War. I was a bad boy, then, but 
not too bad. I had run away 
from home. After a few 
months, my parents came from 
Washington and took me home.”

semi-retired old generals who still 
try to run affairs. 

The generalissimo’s habit of di- 
rect personal interference with 
the military at all levels poses 
the most serious problems of For- 
mosan defense.

And yet 
the same men campaigned last 
spring for Chiang’s resumption of 
the Nationalist presidency as the 
leader most capable of making 
them pull together. 


FOUND DYING BESIDE WIFE'S 
GRAVE; ‘I'VE COME 10 STAY’ 


Louis H. Zell, a former St. 
Louis carpet salesman, entering 
Memorial Park Cemetery yester- 
day to visit the grave of his wife, 
told a gravedigger, “I’ve come to 
stay. You'll have to dig a grave 
for me.” 

Shortly afterward, the grave- 
digger, Sylvester Walsh, found 
Zell unconscious beside the grave. 
A bottle that had contained poison 
was beside him. He was pro- 
nounced dead at St. Louis County 
Hospital. 

Zell, who was 74 years old and 
retired three years ago to live 
with a daughter in Fort Worth, 
Tex., left a note to a brother-in- 
law, George A. Kienlen Sr., 4339 
Olive street, with whom he had 
been staying here. The note said 
Zell had been worrying about the 
loss of his eyesight and had been 
grieving over the death of his 
wife, Mrs. Ida Franck Zell, in 
1943. He left instructions ‘also 
that he be buried beside her.

Chimpanzee Breaks Out of Zoo 
Cage, Attacks Keeper, Is Killed 


SACRAMENTO, Calif., June 30 
(UP)—Freedom was all that Mary 
Ann, the chimpanzee, wanted. She 
had a few hours of it—then they 
shot her. 

The 125-pound ape broke out 
of her cage at William Land Park 
Zoo yesterday in a feat that of- 
ficials said required ‘“super- 


strength.” 

Lured with a banana, Mary Ann 
hobbled in dignity to the nearby 
zoo clubhouse. She grabbed a 
broom and swept the floor of her 
new home. 

Attendants entered the build- 
ing and Mary Ann helped them 
spread a capture net on the floor. 
She amused herself by swinging 
on a kitchen door until it broke. 

But when keepers tried to lure 


her into a portable cage, she 
pushed it away with a massive 
paw. Then Louis Merlino went 
after her with a net. Mary Ann 
became enraged. 

She knocked Merlino to the 
floor, jumped on him and bounced 
his 185 pounds around like a rub- 
ber ball. He drove her off with 
a hammer. The enraged ape 
charged from room to room, 
breaking dishes and windows. 

City officials said they had no 
choice. They could not risk a 
human life for her capture. As 
she charged again, police felled 
her with seven blasts from shot- 
guns. 

As she died, understanding lit- 
tle about freedom, a small boy 
ran crying to policemen: “Gee, 
mister. Why'd they have to shoot 
her.” 


GOLD AGREES 10 PLEAD 
GUILTY IN ATOM CASE 
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Chemist Held as Spy to Be 
Tried in Home City, 
Philadelphia. 


NEW YORK, June 30 (AP)—~ 
Harry Gold, 39-year-old Philadel- 
phia chemist indicted on a charge 
of giving atomic secrets to the 
Russians, has agreed to plead 
guilty and his case will be trans- 
fered to the United States Dis- 
trict Court in his home city. 


United States Attorney J. Vin- 
cent Keogh’s office said: Gold had 
signed a written statement giv- 
ing a “consent of transfer” and 
stating he wishes to plead guilty. 
An -office spokesman said the 
transfer to Philadelphia will take 
place “within a few days.” 

Gold is accused of being a go- 
between for Dr. Klaus Fuchs, 
convicted British scientist, and 
member of a Soviet spy ring. He 
was arrested May 23 in Philadel- 
phia by FBI agents and since has 
been held in $100,000 bail there. 


BULLET REMOVED 
FROM MAN’S HEAD 
AFTER 12 YEARS

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 30 
(AP)—A pistol bullet was re- 
moved yesterday from a man’s 
head where it had been embedded 
12 years. 

The surgeons who performed the 
delicate four and one-half hour 
operation on Jack Daniels, 26 
years old, described his prospects 
for recovery as “good.” 

Daniels, a farmer of James- 
town, Ark., was 14 when a neigh- 
bor mistook him for a chicken 
thief and fired at him. A _ .45- 
caliber bullet struck him high in 
the forehead. He recovered from 
the wound and resumed normal 
activities. 

Later he married. He and his 
wife have two children. 

About eight months ago, Daniels 
began to lose physical co-ordina- 
tion. He recalled the bullet. 
Examination indicated it had 
gravitated toward the back of his 
skull and downward and was in- 
terfering with that portion of the 
brain which controls the muscles, 


SOME SUGGESTIONS 
FOR THOSE WISHING 
TO FIGHT IN KOREA 


WASHINGTON, June 30 (AP) 
—The Defense Department said 
today Americans wanting to join 
the armed services to fight in 
Korea “should go to an enlist- 
ment station in the normal way.” 

A spokesman said no special 
provisions apply to Americans of 
Korean ancestry, or others, want- 
ing to go to Korea. 

But for the benefit of those 
who might want to, the depart- 
ment had these suggestions: 

Former soldiers who have not 
been out of servi¢e more than 18 
months may designate the area 
in which they wish to serve, if 
re-enlisting. 

The Army Language School in 
California is accepting enlist- 
ments from persons who spéak 
Korean, Japanese or Russian, 
After six months of schooling, the 
Army said, “it is likely such a 
person would be sent to the Far 
East for duty.”

Theme of Mobilization Plans. 

Mobilization plans are keyed to 
the old theme of taking the prof- 
its out of war. Theoretically 
everybody is for this; when Ber- 
nard M. Baruch says it is immoral 
to draft boys and not dollars, peo- 
ple cheer. But this democracy or 
at least its politicians have never 
been able to bring themselves,to 
do it. 

Symington’s achievements in 
building a powerful air force are 
fresh in memory. He is as con- 
scious now as then of Russian 
might and what total war will 
mean to America. On his desk is 
a graphic illustration. of how > 
much more devastating the hydro- 
gen bomb is than the improved 
A-bomb and no caller escapes 
without a briefing on it. 

An industrialist who got rich 
but also got along with labor, 
the ‘Symington conscience is 
clear.

FERGUSON ANNEXATION VOIDED: 
PROPERTY OWNERS WIN SUIT 


Annexation by by the City of 
Ferguson of 726 acres of sur- 
rounding area was voided yester- 
day by Circuit Judge Fred E, 
Mueller at Clayton who upheld a 
suit brought by property owners 
in the area to invalidate the an- 
nexation ordinance. The annexa- 
tion was authorized in 1948 by a 
vote of 545 to 297 of residents of 
the then-existing city. 

The affected area consists of 
two communities, one known as 
Dellwood, east of Ferguson, and 
the Cool Valley community, on 
the south. Petitions contended 
that the annexation was part of 
a “concerted plan” by residents 
of the city to annex outlying 
areas to help support the cost 
of city government. 

Judge Mueller took the case 
under advisement last February. 
The outlying communities, it wag 
pointed out, are used for dairye 
ing, farming, and gardening and 
are not sub-divided.

Three hours before the launching, and two before 
the guests began to arrive for the event, workmen 
began to tear away the shoring. Even before that, 
the ways (or “skids” or ‘“‘tracks”) on which she 
was built had been given two heavy coats of grease 
to speed her descent into the water. 

A launching pit or bunker had long since been 
constructed under the ship at a midway point. 
It is the job of the invisible man in the pit to tell 
the man with the phone on the launching platform 
when the ship is ready to go. 

In turn, the man with the telephone warns the 
launching orator to wind up his speech pronto 
and get8 the ship’s sponsor. Mrs. Alben W. Barkley 
in this instance. into position to crash the chame- 
pagne on the ship just as the vessel begins to move, 
but not before.

THE MAN IN THE PIT is a busy guy, for it is 
his job to release the electrically operated “‘trig- 
gers” that have, until now, held the ship in place 
on her greased ways. 

Once the triggers have been released, the force 
of gravity alone should cause the ship to move 
imperceptibly St first and then faster and faster 
on the ways until she hits the water and settles 
into her natural element like a swan. But if Sir 
Isaac Newton and his theory fail for once to move 
the ship—in other words, if she-is stuck on the 
ways—then hydraulic rams are brought to-bear 
against the ship’s forward cradle. 

* * * 

GRAVITY WORKED just dandy for the Presi- 
dent Jackson. Once the triggers were released, 
she seemed to tremble slightly and then barely to 
move.

Go and Take the Kiddies 

VER since “The Covered Wagon,” movie makers have rec- 
F cenizea that there is something stirring about the sight of 

a prairie schooner lumbering through the raging torrents 
of a Western river, and “WAGONMASTER” at the FOX 

Theater this week makes the most of that 
‘appeal. Based, so it says in the publicity 
press books, on true events concerning the 
migration of the Mormons to the San Juan 
River valley to found a settlement, it tells 
of the struggles of that gropp of strong 
minds and souls in conquering the wild 
elements of geography and the wild elements 
of humanity in order to reach their destination. Guided by 
two adventurous youths, they survive drouth, Indians, a horde 
of half-witted bandits, and manage to convert two fancy ladies 
and one lushwell from a medicine show. 

While the film is coated with too much radio-style folksi- 
ness and “Sons of the Pioneers” overtones, occasionally some 
of the good, earnest simplicity manages to break through and 
provide an impressive moment or two. The film is carried 
by Ward Bond as the Mormon elder of strong faith and strong 
(“‘Dad-drat-it”) language, and Joanne Dru as the provocative 
girl from the medicine show. Ben Johnson and Harry Carey 
Jr. are the foursquare, clean living, high spirited lads who 
guide the expedition. 

Second film at the Fox is “THE CAPTURE,” two-fisted 
adventure story about a man who sets out to clear the name 
of his wife's first husband so her little boy’s playmates won't 
say mean things to him. With less sense than spirit, he kills 
a man in self defense, then tries to escape the law. Lew 
Ayres and Teresa Wright, both capable performers, try to 
make the events seem plausible but aside from the vicarious 
thrill of knuckle cracking against jaw, there's little to offer. 


Nothing to Fear but Freud 


Opening at the ART Theater tomorrow is “THE ASTON- 
ISHED HEART,” with Noel Coward as its author, composer, 
and leading man. Like the excellent “Brief Encounter” of 
several years ago, “The Astonished Heart” is an elaboration 

of a one-act play from Coward's “Tonight at 
8:30" group. Unlike “Brief Encounter,” it 
has much brittle sparkle but little substance. 
While several degrees better than most cellu- 
loid triangles, it attempts to be a bittersweet 
combination of bright urbanity and quiet, 
desperate tragedy and doesn’t quite hit 
either mark. 

For himself, Coward has written a meaty, bordering on 
the hammy, role as a psychiatrist who cannot solve his own 
emotional problem. A well adjusted man, married for 12 
years to an attractive, understanding wife, played by Celia 
Johnson, he meets her frivolous, flirtatious friend (Margaret 
Leighton) who decides it would be an amusing trick to get 
the psychiatrist to fall in love with her. At first the psy- 
chiatrist is amused, too, teases her about how often she has 
“ridden your romantic high horse until it goes lame and you 
have to walk back home.” Then because of his theoretical 
schooling and lack of practice in romantic involvements, he 
gets in over his depth, finds he watches himself as he would 
a case history, building up scenes while his mind “sits back, 
raising its eyebrows and sneering” at him. 

At the wife's suggestion, the lovers go away together, 
but the other woman continues to find other men amusing, 
and the psychiatrist becomes insanely jealous, jealous | of a 
dead flyer, the only man she ever loved (“never so much be- 
fore, never so much since”), jealous of each new man she 
meets. Finally he goes to pieces while his beautiful love re- 
mains “a sane, thrilling animal without complications,” able 
to “pack away all passion neatly in a box” and go on to the 
next love. The psychiatrist commits suicide, leaving the cause 
of his tragedy a little bewildered as to how it all happened. 


The viewer has the same reaction. Despite bright repar- 
tee, competent acting, expert photographic angles—such as 
an overhead view of the psychiatrist walking, mechanically as 
a robot, through the streets—the melodramatic plot lacks in 
logic. Someone should have told the author that men have 
died and gone mad but not for love, unless they had a highly 
unreliable psyche to begin with. 

The moral, too, is a little hazy. The title comes from a 
Bible verse (“The Lord shall smite thee with madness and 
blindness and astonishment of heart” — Deuteronomy 28:26, 
and at times the play indicates that pyschiatry will never 
‘replace religion. At other times it only indicates that a man 
should see his psychiatrist at least twice a year. 


Look Ma, No Wings 
{t was entirely in the spirit of scientific curiosity that 
we saw the B picture, “THE FLYING SAUCER,” which is 
playing second to the revival of “Johnny Eager” at LOEW'S 
ORPHEUM this week, but believe you us, what we saw would 
make your hair stand on end and not for sci- 
entific reasons, either. There was that there 
saucer, hid just as plain as anything in the 
basement of a fishing shack in northern 
Alaska. A half dozen Russians armed with 
tommy guns were after it with only our hero, 
a beautiful blonde, and the saucer's inven- 
tor opposing them. If it hadn't been for that 
glacier and the bomb hidden in the cockpit—well, no point in 
giving the plot away, but it sure proved that any redblooded 
American boy is a match for half a dozen armed Russians 
provided the glacier is on his side. Mikel Conrad (who, like 
Noel Coward, wrote, produced, and plays the lead, in his film), 
and Pat Garrison play as inept a pair of adventurers as ever 
stumbled through a spy picture. A kind of Rover play boy, 
the hero gets drunk with the wrong people and tells his plans 
to a caretaker whom every Boy Scout in the audience had 
spotted as a Russian spy at first sight. At one point in the 
story someone says, “Russia will never get the flying saucer.” 
“Don't be so sure,” snarls the Heavy. A viewpoint we are 
forced to echo.

PARIS. 


T seems odd that when the 

Security Council is meeting on 

questions as important as the 
invasion of one part of a country 
by another, and when govern- 
ments all over the world are 
deeply agitated, still, individuals 
must go about their daily lives 
and do the things they planned 
to do. Therefore we set out for 
Chartres, leaving Paris a little 
before 11, lunching in the en- 
chanting little village of Joui, in 
a restaurant called La Providence 
across from the village church. 


We sat in a little courtyard 
under an umbrella enjoying the 
sun and the flowers, which were 
in abundance everywhere around 
us. The troubled world seemed 
very far away, and yet, we only- 
had to step out of the courtyard 
to see before us the monument 
to the men from the village who 
fellin World War I. Their names 
are inscribed on four sides of 
the stone shaft, and then below 
are the names of the men who 
died in World War II. 

More has been written about 
Chartres than I could ever write, 
but coming back to this magnifi- 
cent gothic cathedral, for the first 
time in 20 odd years, I found it 
as great an experience in the 
realm of beauty as anything I 
know. We had a glimpse of the 
Chateau of Rambouillet as we 
drove down, and there is evidence 
everywhere of considerable de- 
struction caused by the war. 
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EVERYONE IS, OF COURSE, 
anxiously awaiting news of de- 
velopments in the Far East. The 
Communist papers here have 
printed a strange tale which an- 
nounced that the Southern Ko- 
reans invaded North Korea, and 
they followed that up with the 
screaming headline, “Seoul libe- 
rated.” One wonders how people 
can square with themselves such 
complete lies, but it makes one 


realize that deeds, not words, 
must count in these situations. 

Now that the United Nations 
has called on all nations to bring 
all possible pressure against the 
aggressor, and has ordered the 
North Korean armies to withdraw 
forces it is to be hoped that the 
Soviets will live up to their un- 
dertakings when they signed the 
charter, and will join with other 
nations in protecting the freedom 
of South Korea as the United Na- 
tions Security Council has re- 
quested. They, more than any- 
one else, can bring pressure to 
bear on the Northern Korean 
armies, so the peace of the world 
depends largely on the action 
that will be taken by the Soviet 
Government. 
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TUESDAY AFTERNOON we all 
visited Jo Davidson's studio.

Misplaced Tool 


‘4 -MISPLACED tool is one you 
A had in your hand a moment 
ago and now cannot find.

SOON OR LATE there will have 
to be a confession about the losing 
of the tool. Then it will be dis- 
covered that the tool was a choice 
one which cannot be replaced. It 
may have been handed down 
through several generations of the 
family. Or it is no longer manu- 
factured. No substitute could be 
half as good. 

What is more, this will lead to 
the fact that the tool was used 
without authorization. It should 
not have been removed from 
where it was save by special re- 
quest and only after the granting 
of the same.

TO SUM UP the situation, the 
misplacing of the tool is a disaster 
of the first magnitude. The loss 
cannot be repaired. It emphasizes 
the chronic carelessness of the 
loser. It just goes to show that 
nothing is safe while that individ- 
ual is around. 

However, since a misplaced tool 
cannot go very far alone, the 
chances are that it will be found. 
It will be found in a spot so con- 
spicuous that, had it been a snake, 
every searcher for it would have 
been bitten. But now that the tool 
has been found in spite of all its 
praise it looks and seems no bet- 
ter than an ordinary tool.

Vacation 
Best for 
Slow Child

HERE are time and situations 
7 where summer study is neces- 

sary and helpful. An intel- 
ligent child who has lost a term's 
work because of the family’s 
moving from place to place, a 
foreign-born @hild, held back in 
our schools because of lack of 
English, a child who lost time 
through illness and is now re- 
covered and anxious to make up 
work, an ambitious child who 
needs a couple of credits to en- 
ter a higher school—such pupils 
may study during vacations with 
benefit. 


One sort of child should not, 
in my opinion born of long ex- 
perience, study during vacation— 
the slow child, the one who 
found reading or arithmetic too 
hard for him to master. He is in 
the graded school for the first 
three years or so. His teacher 
reports that he failed because he 
could not do the work. His par- 
ents, anxious to have him get 
along in school, keep step with 
his companions, think vacation 
study is the thing. I do not agree. 


Usually this child is not ready 
for the instruction. For some 
reason unknown to us he has not 
developed the power to master 
the subjects. Given time to grow 
this power, allowed to _ rest, 
changing his activities and in- 
terests, he often develops * the 
missing ability. Drilling him does 
not stimulate that growth and it 
is likely to retard its appearance. 
Let the slow child have his sum- 
mer free of drill. Build up his 
health. See that he gets plenty 
of outdoor living and good nour- 
ishing food, and hope for growth. 


If the condition continues, have 
a specialist in the field of elemen- 
tary education test hima If he 
finds no cause for retsasdation, 
stop the instruction altogether. 
Let him turn to some other sub- 
ject for a time, maybe until he 
asks for it. We have had good 
results that way. Drill is good 
only when the pupil has mastered 
the fundamental idea. Until then 
it is useless. 


The great group of school chil- 
dren have attended school faith- 
fully for about 10 months. They 
need relief from the pressure of 
school, a change of activity. These 
two precious summer months 
should not be empty of meaning 
for them. They need occupation, 
a routined day that offers worth- 
while interests. Any summer plan 
Should consider the needs of the 


individual child and special care 


should be taken of the one who 
has failed in any fundamental 
subject. He is more likely to 
need a rest from it than not.

HAT are the rights of the 
W piaver who has penalty cards 

on the table once his partner 
makes the initial meld? Do his 
previous insufficient ‘‘melds”—or 
what is left of them—become 
valid melds automatically? Let's 
see what you should do if you 
were the player who held this 


Of these cards, two deuces, two 
kings and one seven are exposed 
on the table, the penalty for an 
insufficient initial meld on your 
last turn. Your partner then 
made 90 by putting down 2-6-6, 
2-5-5 and 2-4-4. This was most 
unwise because it left him with 
only two cards, but he did it 
thinking to help you. You draw a 
six from the stock. What should 


you do? 
--— 


FIRST, separate your deuces 
from your pair of kings so that 
there’s no doubt you are NOT 
melding them. Then add your 
four and your six to the melds 
your partner has made so that 
he'll try to show you a canasta 
base as soon as he can add to 
either meld. «Otherwise, if he’s 
squeezed for Soule au he 
might use one of these cards in- 
stead of melding it.) Then discard 
the exposed seven. And don't let 
the opponents try to tell you that 
you MUST meld the cards you 
have already exposed. 

Even if you had three natural 
kings on the table they wouldn't 
he melded until you said so. 
Those cards on the table are 
exactly the same as cards still in 
your hand except that you can’t 
pick them up and that, until you 
meld them, you must discard one 
at each turn. You don’t have to 
make melds from your hand; 


neither do you have to make 
melds from the cards on the table. 
>. | r 

OF COURSE you can never - 
discard a card fram a legal meld. 
But the point is that these ex- 
posed cards are not “melds”; it 
was because they weren't valid 
melds that they remained subject 
to penalty. You're in trouble on 
this deal and it certainly won't 
help you to “save” your meld of 
kings. 

Question: Is it necessary for 
a side to have its initial meld 
down before they may pick up a 
pile frozen by a wild card? (We 
are aware that in other cases the 
pack may be taken at the same 
turn in which the initial meld is 
made.) 

Answer: There is no differ- 
ence between the two situations. 
A pack is either frozen or it is 
not. If frozen it may be taken 
only with a natural pair, but the 
initial meld may be made in the 
process of taking the frozen pack. 

Question: Are you allowed to. 
discard a card that matches one 
of your melds? Are you allowed 
to discard such a card if it 
matches a meld other than acom- 
pleted canasta? 

Answer: You may discard any 
card you choose, subject to only 
two exceptions. You may never 
discard a red three. If you have 
penalty cards exposed, your dis- 
card must be chosen from among 
them. 

Question: Do you have to com- 
plete a canasta for your melds 
to count, or do all your cards 
count against you if you are 
caught before completing a ca- 
nasta” 

Answer: You are entitled to 
count all the melds you have 
made. The only time cards count 
against you is when they are in 
your hand after play ends, or if 
you have put down red threes 
but have not been able to make 
any meld. In that case the red 
threes count minus. 


Don’t forget the light touch that 
herbs, spices and seasoning can 
lend to your meat dishes.

If they would only take a 
pair of field glasses and gaze at 
their roofs from a_ neighbor's 
home, they might learn a lot. 

Curled and warped wood shin- 
gies are a fine indication that 
pretty soon you'll have water in 
the attic. Also, curled shingles 
are more readily ignited from 
chimney sparks than when laying 
perfectly flat. The cure for this 
condition is simple, split the 
shingle, slip a piece of waterproof 
paper under it and then nail the 
two halves back down. 


Shingles are supposed to stay 
in line. When one gets ahead of

the others it means that the nails 
have failed. Slip the shingle back 
where it belongs, tack it in with 
a rust resistant nail and then coat 
the nail head with roofing com- 
pound, 

Asphalt roof shingles sometimes 
leak because wind blows the shin- 
gle up so that water can get 
under it. A dab of -roofing com- 
pound under. each shingle usually 
will hold it down. If the shingles 
are prettty badly worn, it’s best 
to coat the entire roof with some

Church Problem

ACH Sunday morning, Uncle Ed and Aunt Lucy used to 
F wax down the street with their two children, Blanche and 

Bob. At the corner of the park, Uncle Ed turned off to 
the church of his choice, while Aunt Lucy took the children 
a block farther on the same street to her own church. 

Some years passed and Blanche found that most of her 
school friends were going to the Sunday School in her 
father’s church. She began to go with him, leaving mother 
and Bob to go straight ahead. 

In two years more, Bob found his friends, too, were in 
the other church, and he began to turn off, leaving his 
mother to proceed alone. 

This division lasted for a year and a half, until Aunt 
Lucy gave in. Then the whole family turned at the corner 
of the park and went to church together. 

* * * 


IT DID NOT INVOLVE a very difficult decision, you 
might think. These two Protestant churches had almost 
identical creeds. Their difference was mainly in the form of 
church’ government—a historical point that few of the con- 
gregation in either church could explain correctly to you 
today. But many people take their church membership very 
seriously, and this difference split my uncle's family for 
years. 

Obviously, the problem is much more serious when one 
parent is a Protestant, the other a Roman Catholic, or when 
one is a Christian, the other a Jew. Such combinations exist, 
literally by the millions, in North America. In many in- 
stances they lead to the weakening or the actual break-up 
of a marriage. People are widely advised to marry in their 
own church, If they don't do so, what next? 

I have cited the case of Uncle Ed and Aunt Lucy, 
Mr. C., because it seems to me to parallel your own in many 


ways. You are considering the possible loss of your wife and 


children because of a difference in religious affiliation that 
would seem, to many outsiders, to be a minor one. What next?

Soviet Mentality vs. the: American Idea 


Correspondent Cites Contrast Between ceased Rule of Russians and U.S. Belief in Freedom

This is the second of two 
articles by an American corre- 
spondent, just back from Europe 
and the Middle East, who with 
Independence day around the 
corner lists from his own expe- 
riences some sound reasons for 
celebrating it. 


VERY year on Fourth of July

Nowhere else could the signif- 
icance of Independence day have 
come out clearer and fuller than 
in the stricken city surrounded 
by Soviet territory. 

Each of us in the American 
colony felt more grateful than 
ever to belong to the Nation 
of the Free. We would gather 
around our commander with 
mixed feelings of pride and hu- 
mility. 

Gen. Clay’s garden party was 
one of the social events of the 
season. All our Allied friends 
and the heads of foreign missions 
would join us in celebrating the 
day. It was also one of the rare 
occasions when the Russian high 
brass, their chests full of medals, 
would venture into the United 
States sector and honor us with 
their visit. 

To pilot) them through the 
holiday traffic, our protocol divi- 
sion would have them escorted by 
motorcyclists and _ interpreters.

thers were his spiritual ancestors. 

I think Sam is a good example 
of what America stands for. It’s 
all fairly simple. A new continent 
waited to be explored. Some dar- 
ing men sailed for it and got 
going. More adventurers joined 
them. And others ... and still 
more. Until the place was ¢rowded 
with millions of the world’s most 
courageous and enterprising peo- 
ple (otherwise they would have 
stayed home). 

They could easily have upset 
the applecart. Dictators could 
have arisen. Feudal cliques could 
have claimed privileges. On the 
face of it, there was nothing to 
stop these people from making of 
their new country as big a mess 
as they had left behind in Europe. 

But they didn’t, as dictators, 
big and little, rose in Europe. 
Instead, they decided to do some- 
thing unorthodox. They seriously 
declared that “all men were cre- 
ated equal” and should be free 
to engage in “the pursuit of hap- 
piness.” At that time, those words 
seemed impossible of fulfillment. 


But strangely enough, the idea 
worked. All newcomers’ were 
given a fairly even break. They 
could do what they liked, as long 
as they didn’t hurt other people. 
No one was asked where he hailed 
from. The son of the Finnish 
immigrant married an Italian girl, 
the Dutch maiden a Polish peas- 
ant. Out of it emerged the 
American people, 150 millions 
strong, a living example that men 
of all origins can dwell side by 
side in peace and liberty if they 
only make an effort to do so. 


The story has its flaws, of 
course, as the totalitarians in 
Europe have pointed out to Amer- 
ican correspondents. We all know 


that there is still injustice in our 


country. Yet a social experiment 
as bold as ours was bound to 
have imperfections for a time. 
As long as we are aware of them 
and strive to remove them, they 
cannot seriously impair our suc- 


cess. 
[ haps our success is too outstand- 
ing. I was told that in our abun- 
dance, many of us seem to have 
lost track of the spiritual values 
which produced all that plenty. 
But just as the atom couldn't 
have been split if, early in the 
century, a man named Einstein 
hadn’t jotted some _ enigmatic 
formulas on a piece of paper, 
our happy land wouldn’t exist, if 
a man named Jefferson hadn't 
written down a few immortal 
sentence in Philadelphia 170 or 
so years ago. Never underesti- 
maaxe the power of mere ideas! 


“You shouldn’t harp so much 
on your material achievements,” 
a Swiss publisher told me. “Most 
of them cannot be applied to con- 
ditions here anyway. People in 
Europe want to know more about 
the spirit that made America a 
living democracy, and how they 
can obtain the same results.” 


Meanwhile our opponents aren't 
asleep. They spend roughly 12 
times as much on propaganda as 
we do. It is true that they are 
not always very subtle. One eve- 
ning in Vienna, a Soviet cor- 
respondent wanted to sell me on 
the idea that Russia was a de- 
mocracy. 

“Just read our constitution,” he 
said. “Articles 118 to 128 guar- 
antee our citizens all the rights 
so dear to you, including free- 
dom of speech, press and assem- 
bly.” 

I laughed and answered: 

“Now, you know just as well as 
I do that. 

“Yes, but that’s not the point,” 
he interrupted. “Have you got any 
Soviet ideas in your Constitu- 
tion?” 

“I should say not and I hope 
we never will.” 

“You see,” the Communist an- 
swered, “‘we acknowledge, at least 
on paper, that your basic ideals 
are valid and one day, as condi- 
tions in Russia change, we may 
even start to abide by them.” 

On this mid-century July 
Fourth, that day seems. still 
mighty far off, but the candid 
Russian confirmed what some 
Americans are apt to forget: 

We are the champions of the 
noblest cause on earth, a cause 
so unchallesgeable that even ty- 
rants must pay lip service to it. 
If we sincerely live by Jefferson's 
word’ and spread the tale of their 
blessings, there is still a good 
chance that all mankind will 
choose Freedom before it is too 
late.

West opened his fourth highest 
spade and South was lucky to win 
this trick with his own jack. He 
then laid down the diamond king 
—and when East followed suit with 
the jack, South went into a long 
(but fruitless) huddle. He ex- 
plained later that he had ob- 
served that East always false- 
carded when holding the jack and 
queen of a suit, and thus, East’s 
failure to play the queen con- 
vinced South that he did not have 
that card. 


Acting on this extremely nebu- 
lous reasoning, South’s second 
diamond play was a finesse to the 
eight—and the hand “blew up in 
his face” when East quickly shift- 
ed to the ten of clubs. 


To repeat, South’s view of the 
diamond situation was unrealistic. 
The entire point of play was to 
keep East off lead, and any effort 
that could be made in that direc- 
tion would be strongly advisable. 
Actually, South’s best play was 
to enter dummy and return alow 
diamond with the intention of 
passing the trick to West, if pos- 
sible; but even after putting down 
the diamond king, South could 
have protected himself«by next 
leading to the diamond ace. If 
East’s jack was really a singleton, 
as South feared, there was little 
advantage in finessing the eight 
spot, since South could not be at 
all sure of again getting back to 
his hand for another lead to the
